Reasons for Allowance 

1 . Claims 20, 22-23, 40-42, 65, 68-102 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 20 and 85 are allowable for reasons set forth by the applicant in the remarks 
filed 7/5/06. Specifically, the claims limit the method of producing/packaging an 
optoelectric device to applying a pacer material separate from the wafer level 
transparent packaging layer and using the cover wafer layer in conjunction with the 
spacer. This limitation, in combination with the other limitations of claims 20 and 85 is 
not taught or suggested by the prior art of record. None of the prior art of record, 
(Salantino (US5915168), Ichikawa (US5996199) teach or suggest these limitations. 

Claims 22-23, 40-42, 65, and 68-78 are allowed as being properly dependent 
upon allowed claim 20. 

Claims 86-102 are allowed as being properly dependent upon allowed claim 85. 

Claims 79-81 are allowable for reasons set forth by the applicant in the remarks 
filed 7/5/06. Specifically, claim 79 limits the method of making a chip scale package 
having openings containing adhesive between the spacer elements disposed on 
adjacent chips. This limitation, in combination with the other limitations of claim 79 is not 
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taught or suggested by the prior art of record. None of the prior art of record, 
(Salantino (US5915168), Ichikawa teach or suggest these limitations. 

Claims 80-81 are allowed as being properly dependent upon allowed claim 79. 

Claims 82-84 are allowable for reasons set forth by the applicant in the remarks 
filed 7/5/06. Specifically, the claim 82 limits the method of producing/packaging an 
optoelectric image sensor to applying a pacer material separate from the wafer level 
transparent packaging layer and using the cover wafer layer in conjunction with the 
spacer. This limitation, in combination with the other limitations of claim 82 is not taught 
or suggested by the prior art of record. None of the prior art of record, (Salantino 
(US5915168), Ichikawa teach or suggest these limitations. 

Claims 83-84 are allowed as being properly dependent upon allowed claim 82.
